GIRL IS KILLED AT 


| Los Angeles Girl Dies On Way 
To Hospital On Sunday 
Afternoon 


The dangerous corner at the 
intersection of Archibald avenue 
and the Arrow route, south of 
Cucamonga, was the scene of two 
accidents this week, one of them 
being fatal. 

Elizabeth Zalar, 12, of 720 South 
Mott street, Los Angeles, met 
death at the corner at 3:55 on last 
Sunday afternoon when the Zalar 
family car and that of Mrs. Rus- 
sell Prince of San Bernardino 
crashed together. The girl was 
riding in a touring car driven by 
her brother, Sylvester Zalar, 21, 
and was accompanied by her 
‘mother, Mrs. Mary Zalar and a 
sister Pauline, 17.

\14, a brother, escaped injury but 
| the mother and driver sufferea

| Mrs. Prince was going north 


on Archibald avenue and the 
Zalar car was going westward 
at the intersection. Both cars 


‘were traveling at about a 30 mile 
an hour rate. The force of the 
crash caused the Zaler car to 
turn over, resulting in injuries to 
pccupants. After being given 
first aid they were brought to the 
San Antonio Community hospital 
in Upland. The girl died before 
reaching there.

RANCHER'S CHARGE 


Which Joseph Simors is

“Dismissed because of conflicting 
evidence,” was the disposition of 
the case of the People vs D. J.
